HELEN DUNGANSON 
DES IN RRB AT 
4TH STREET HOME 


Funeral services for Miss Helen 
Duncanson, 57, who was burned 
to death yesterday morning by 
fire in her home on West Four- 
teenth street between San Antonio 
and Mountain avenues, are being 
held in abeyance today pending 
completion of coroner’s investiga- 
tion and word from relatives. 

The fire was reported to the Up- 
land fire department by Wilson 
Gillingwators at 5:53 a.m. yester- 
day but had probably veen burning 
for several hours, according to 
Fire Chief Howard Paulin. The 
volunteer firemen responded to the 
call immediately but upon arrival 
the roof had already caved in, 

Miss Duncanson resided in a 
five room home built of concrete 
and metal lath in 1926. The in- 
terior was compietely burned and 
the blaze must have been extt‘eme- 
ly hot to have burned through the 
roof. 

When the fire was extinguished, 
Miss Duncanson’s remains were 
found, burned beyond recognition, 
under a pile of debris in the front 
bedroom amid a tangled mass of 
wreckage. 

Miss Duncanson was the daugh- 
ter of the late Dr, E. E. Duncan- 
son, who came to California from 
Chicago in 1870 after sailing 
around Cape Horn. Dr. Duncan- 
son, according to his son, Arthur, 
who ‘resides in Upland, was thie 
“Populist” party candidate for 
president of the United States in 
1896, opposing William McKinley 
and William Jennings Bryan. 

Both Miss Duncanson and her 
brother Arthur, were born in Up- 
‘land. Another bgother and an- 
other sister surviving are Walter 
W. Duncanson, Los Angeles, and 
Mrs. Louise Walker, Sacramento. 

Investigations were conducted 
by Deputy Coroner Harry Eyans, 
Fire Chief Paulin, Chief of Police 
Eugene L. Mueller and Officers 
William Smith and Clarence Skvor. 

Origin of the fire was not de- 
termined because the building was 
damaged extensively, with only the 
steel and concrete walls standing. 

The body was removed to the 
Stone Funeral Home.

With preliminaries now con- 
cluded, registrants in the Home 
Planning institute at Merton E. 
Hill auditorium will learn tomor- 
row evening of actual designs -of 
their contemplated postwar 
homes. The institute is free, 
anyone may register tomorrow, 
and the session starts at 7:30 
p.m. 

“Making your dream home just 
what you want”, will be discuss- 
ed tomorrow. Various styles of 
exterior construction will be out- 
lined, types of floor plans will'be 
explained, basic designs will be 
iffustrated, functfonal ~ reqtiife- 
ments will be studied and areas 
planned to suit different family 
sizes and family tastes. The lec- 
ture topic will be “You Design 
Your Home”. 

The second half of the lecture 
time will be given over to ‘Work 
Spaces, Service Areas and Stor- 
age Space.” The lecturer will 
give information on the kitchen, 
laundry, service porch, closets, 
cabinets and shelving. 


Tomorrow’s speakers will be 
Cassett D. Griffin and Miss Olive 
Kingsley Chadeayne, both of the 
State Association of California 
Architects.

122 New Telephones Installed in Upland, 
Publication of New Directory Discloses 


Anyone engaged in activity 
essential to public health, wel- 
fare or security can get a new 
telqvhone if /application ds 
made, but seme .applicants wait 
six to eight months before the 
instruments are available, ac- 
cording to J, W. Johnson, man- 
ager of the Upland-Ontario 
business offiees of the Associat- 
ed Telephone Co., Ltd. 

In fact, 122 new iygstruments 
have been installed since Febru- 
ary, it developed when the new 
directory was compiled ‘and dis- 
tribution began. 

There are now 2381 telephones 
in Upland homes and business 
establishments, Mr. Johnson. re- 
ports. Those telephones are 
used by appproximately 2040 
subscribers, In Upland and On- 
tario, there are 6000 subscribers 
using 7000 telephones. 

Industrial concerns engaged 
‘in war production ‘and farmers 
producing needed foods are con- 
sidered essential users and can 


get new telephones. Nearly 100 
persons now have applications 
pending. 

.Mr. Jobnson said Upland tele- 
phone subscribers have been 
very cooperative in complying 
with the five -minute limit on 
local calls; 

Distribution of the new direc- 
tories began last week and will 
be completed about Friday, he 
said. Subscribers who do not 
receive the directory are asked 
to contact the Upland office. 
Mr. Johnson said the company 
would like to have the old direc- 
tories returned when the new 
ones are delivered. 


* As to the future, he says it 
would be just a guess. Families 
living in Upland and engaged in 
war production may have moved 

. away by the time telephone in- 
struments are once again avail- 
able to all upon demand. But 
Mr. Johnson expects some in- 
crease in the number of sub- 
scribers in the postwar period. 








TELLS OF LIFE 
HERE AND ABROAD 


Most of the men in the Italian 
army are looking forward to ear 
early return of democracy in Italy, 
but in the meantime many of them 
here in the U. S. as prisoners of. 
war, are doing what they can to 
help the Allies win a quick victory. 

Captain Nozzero, a_ prisoner, 
spoke at the Ontario Lions club 
meeting at noon today about the 
great feeling the Italians have for 
the United States and of condi-! 
tions in Italy under Mussollini, On 
coming to the United States six 
months ago he started to learn 
English, He spoke quite fluertly 
in reading a prepared speech and 
in answering many questions ask- 
ed by the Lions. 

As the Italian soldiers began to 
arrive in internment camps, a 
survey ‘was conducted to deter- 
mine how many of the soldiers 
sympathized with Mussollini and 
how many were the “King’s sol- 
diers,” it was explained. About 
75 per cent expressed themselves 
against Mussolini. After a careful 
“screening,” the men were given 
an opportunity to sign a “release” 
and to agree to work in the de- 
fense industry. 

The captain in charge of the 
speaker and a companion, paid 
high tribute to the work done by 
the “Italian Service Units.” 

“We hope soon there will be a 
basis for permanent friendly re- 
lations between Italy and the 
United States,” said the speaker. 
“We want to get democracy quick- 
ly. We had it once, then Musso- 
linin came into power and we lost 
all our liberties and privileges.” 

Asked if Mussolini had gained 
power by persuasion or by force, 
the speaker said that “his sol- 
diers’ and the threat of being 
placed in internment camps made 
the people support the leader. 

“As far as I know, the Allies 
have done everything possible to 
relieve the situation in the ‘lib- 
erated’ patt of Italy,” continued 
the speaker. He said life in Rome 
was “about normal’ and _ that 
some good agricultural crops have 


been harvested.
